The City Church 
One of the beautiful sights of the country town Is ; 
the spotless little church with its slender steeple. In 
any!season, in any weather, these pinnacles are un­ 
consciously accepted as symbols tbat all is well. 
In the great cities, vast church edifices have 
been erected in an effort to top the other buildings 
which business has constructed, but the fashion Is 
no longer to attain eminence with a steeple, but 1 
rather to compete on equal terms w’th business and 
surround religion with the magnificence of mass. A 
steeple would be lost in the vastness of a great me- i 
tropolls and no one has time to look up ut it any­ 
way. 
How closely is the policy of the city church 
beeping pace with the modernity of its architecture?

This makes tim Bronx 
as definitely a missionary field as India's corral 
strand.” 
This indicates that the city church is losing 
ground. 
To remedy this, Dr. Powell suggests that 
less time be devoted by the churches to differences ■ 
of dogma and more attention be given to making 
themselves active sod ii agencies and a welcoming; 
friend for newcomers who are puzzled where to J 
t- I to r their everyday problems. 
To carry out those recommendations, there must 
be a'middle ground established—a place where *he.> 
retie»! and practical *i<e!igi<n can meet. 
Experience 
shows that the church is losing its hold and must 
change its practices; 
reverence demands that it 
sever become a mere social agency. 
The worth of an institution is determined largely j 
by its ability to survive. 
The church has solved 
many great problems before and she will no doubt 
■wet the present demand for more efficient service.
